JUDGES TO BLAME 
FOR WAIVER EVIL, 


Criticizes One Phase 


of Bench Findings. 


Judge Marcus A. Kavanagh, for 
more than twenty-eight years on the 
Superior court bench, yesterday joined 
the attack on the official report that 
exonerated Judges “KHmanuel Eller, 
Otto Kerner, and Stanley Klarkowski 
of the charges made by Frank J.

Holds Judges Responsible.

Calis Waivers a Great Evil. 


“The waiving of felonies’ and bar- 
‘gaining with criminals is a crying evil 
in the administration of justice in this 
country. The courts have no right to 
take the pardoning power from the 
[governor or to usurp the authority of 
legislature by applying punishments 
other than those prescribed by stat- 
ute for a certain crime. 

“ Waiver of a felony is sometimes 
justified, but not at all to the extent 
to which the practice has grown. I 
believe Mr. Loesch, by his courageous 
and unselfish endeavors, has per- 
formed a service to this community 
which can not easily be over esti. 
mated.

As we have not had access to the text of the} 
judges’ report upon the suggestion of the crime 
commission for the transfer of three judges from 
the Criminal court, we are unable to reach a 

Conclusion. upon the findings of the committee. 
To judge by our mail, there is an emphatic pro- 
‘test in the community against such findings as 
have been published, but to these impatient cit- 
izens we would suggest there is some substantial 
_Yeason for satisfaction, however unsatisfactory 
the judges’ findings may seem to them. We may 
point out that Mr. Loesch and the crime com- 
_ Taission had scored an immediate and impressive 
victory before the judges had arrived at their) 
conclusions, Mr. Loesch and the crime commis- | 
- glon have stopped the practice of wholesale 
waivers of felony charges abruptly and de- 
 Ciaively. 

This may be but a temporary reform, but Mr. 
Loesch’s challenge has. done more than accom- 
plish that. It has called public attention to the 
evil. It has compeélied the tudiciary to take open 
and official cognizance of it. It has thus cleared 
the way for such corrections in law and practice 
&@ may be necessary to make its present results 

fairly permanent. 

For this the community owes a debt of grat- 
ftude to Mr. Loesch and the crime commission, a 
@ebt which can be most consistently and prof- 
itably paid in the form of a continued vigorous 
support of the effort to clean up the system of 
interlocking activities in corrupt politics and 
‘crime, | 

As to the practice of waiving felony charges, 
meanwhile, certain plain conclusions appear 
without reference to the culpability of any judge 
or judges. The first of these is that it is sus- 

: ceptible to very serious abuse and that it seems 

| ery plainly to have been seriously abused. It 
is obvious that it opens the door wide to the 
defeat of justice and to the payment of political 
f&vors thereby.

HOW TO TELL WHEN DOG 
HAS HYDROPHOBIA. 


takes about hydrophobia if they 
had a different mental picture of 
what a mad dog looks like and 
how he behaves. Most of them think 
of him as a wild eyed animal, frothing 
at the mouth and covered with foam 
and blood. As a matter of fact, the or- 
dinary mad dog‘is timid and pitiful in 
his quietly borne, self-effacing suffering. 
There is a dog disease throughout the 
south commonly known as “ frights.” 
The animal with this diseafe does run 
‘Wildly across the country and acts 
maniacal. This is in no way related to 
rabies. 


hydrophobia takes either one of two 
forms. One is known as dumb rabies; 
the other as furious rabies. In dumb 
rables the dog acts sick for about five 
days, during which the owner pays but 
Iittle attention to him. He stays quiet- 
ly to himself, makes little nolse, avoids 
attention, and eats nothing. About the 
fifth or sixth day the lower jaw drops 
and the dog drools gomewhat. The 
owner suspects a bone stuck in the jaw 
or perhaps a broken jaw. He frequent- 
ly looks in the mouth or feels around 
the jaws, looking for a bone, or for a 
fracture. During all of this four to 
seven days this dog is actwely infec- 
tive. His saliva is capable of giving 
rabies to man or beast. The dog grad- 
ualHy gets worse ard dies in less than 
two weeks. Unless the owner knows 
the significance of a dropped jaw ina 
dog he may not suspect that his dog 
ls mad, or is likely to be. Certainly he 
does not look or act as most people 
think a mad dog should act. 

Dr. T. B. Crowe, a veterinarian of 
large experience, tells me that scores 
of times owners have led their dogs into 
his hospital, little suspecting that they 
were endangering themselves, their 
families, or the veterinarian, for that 
matter. 

The dog with furious rabies behaves 
in a manner that is more likely to ex- 
cite suspicion. But he rarely foams at 
the mouth until just before death, and 
he is much more likely to want to be 
friends than he is to bite. He is ir- 
ritable and is likely to snap under slight 
provocation, 
being tied or being boxed up, and to 
chew at his rope or at the wood in his 
stall. This tendency to chew wood is 
strongly suggestive of hydrophobia, He 
sometimes leaves home and travels, in- 
flicting damage, bu: far more frequent- 


jy he prefers to stay at home and is

Finally, the jaw drops and 
then he becomes more or less paralyzed 
and dies. |

LONG HUNTED 
TOLEDO CLUBBER 


Child’s Slayer Admits 
Teacher's Murder. 


Toledo, O., July 6.—(#)—The two 
year old mystery of the brutal killing 
of Miss Lily Dale Croy, young school 
teacher, who was struck down in the 
midst of the notorious “‘ Toledo slug- 
ger terror” two years ago, was 
cleared up today with the confession 
of Charles J. Hoppe, 26, child slayer. 
A little more than a month ago, 
Hoppe, a taxi driver, kidnaped Doro- 
thy Sielagowski, 7, from her bed, at- 
tacked and strangled her. Brought to 
trial today for first degree murder, 
he pleaded guilty and threw himself 
upon the mercy of the court. 

After the plea, Dr. L. A. Querner, 
defense alieniat, startied the court 
with the testimony that Hoppe was 
the clubber who killed Miss Croy. 

The confession, Dr. Querner said, 
was obtained by himself and Attor- 
ney Eldon H. Young, chief of counsel 
for the accused man. : 

Used as Insanity Pilea. 

It was introduced to the court to 
strengthen their belief that Hoppe 
should be sent to an asylum rather 
than the electric chair. 

The prisoner not only confeased the 


Croy murder, but admitted attacks on 
a number of other women in the last 
four years, Dr. Querner said. 


The wnexpected solution of the 


school teacher's death revived the 


memory of a terrorized Toledo a few 
years back, when women remained 
in their homes in fear for their lives, 
The clubbing of Miss Croy on Oct. 26, 
1926, marked the fifth death attrib- 
uted to the slugger. Nearly a dozen 
other women were attacked by the 
club wielder, but recovered from their 
injuries. In each instance the police 
received the same report, that a dark 
man, usually wearing a cap, had 
jumped from the shadows or sneaked 


HARRY HILL FAILS TO 
‘ESCAPE SECOND TRIAL 
ON MATRICIDE CHARGE 


Ottawa, July 6.—[Special.}— 
Harry Hill must be tried a second 
time on a charge of murdering his 
niother, Mrs. Eliza A. Hill. Judge 
Joe A. Davis today denied Hill's ap- 
plication to withdraw his plea of not 
guilty so that he could move to quash 
the indietment.

ROME, July 6.-—The Italian gov- 
ernment today adopted a series of 
measures to stabilize wheat prices 
and to prevent a drop im prices 
through heavy sales and speculation 
at harvest time, when huge amounts 
are thrown on the market.

The government also instructed or- 
ganized ‘institutes oof agricultural 
credit to grant credits on most fa- 
vorable terms for wheat deposited in 
storage plants and instructed the 
agricultural codperatives to furnish 
the farmers proper storage ware- 
houses at a minimum cost. Credits 
of several million lire have been 
placed at the dispositien of the farm- 
ers, available against warehouse de- 
posits.

‘ing milk and cream is the greatest fac- 
tor in producing milk products of a 
low bacterial count and often is the | 


ne more neglected by dairy farmers. 
Warm milk is an excellent thriving: 


ground for bacteria. The micro-organ- 
istns reproduce and double their num- 
bers every half hour and commence 
‘their activities as soon as the milk is 
drawn. For this reason, milk should 
be chilled as soon as drawn from the 
cow and should not be allowed 
stand until all the ‘cows have been 
milked.

These reviews will be unlike any 
book reviews which have appeared be- 
fore, since Mr. MacCarthy has hit 
upon the really original notion of 
saying to his reviewers, “I pay you 
for an opinion upon the book I send, 
If you think it is not worth review- 
ing, ignore it; if you are doubtful of 
its merit, say so; if you think it good, 
‘say so in the number of words you 
consider appropriate. But write your 
review as if you were writing a re- 
port for a publisher—candidly and 
without the conventional usages of the 
reviewer.” 

The effect of such instructions will 
be seen. 
| As for Mr. MacCarthy himself, he ts 
not only literary editor of the New 
Statesman, but he gives a weekly talk 
on the subject of books over the radiv 
from London. His knowledge is wide, 
‘and his personality is affable. He is 
| also one of the best talkers upon this 
‘side of the Atlantic—so far as literary 
subjects are concerned. His talks over 
_ the radio have made him many 
friends, so that his correspondence is 
considerable. More than that, he in- 
‘spires affection in those who listen, 
as all will understand when I men- 
tion as a significant fact that one 
lady, desiring to make some return to 
Mr. MacCarthy for the pleasure she 
had received from his lectures, wrote 
offering to give him her most prized 
possession—a stuffed cat! 

I have been reading a book of the 
greatest interest for all who love 
words. This book, published ap- 
propriately about the same time as 
the concluding instalment of the New 
English dictionary, is a collection of 
the papers of the late Dr. Henry 
Bradley. Dr. Bradley was one of the 
two chief editors of the great dic- 
tionary, and follows Dr. Murray as 
controller of the whole work. To the 
book is prefixed a charming biograph- 
ical sketch by Dr. Bridges, the Eng- 
lish poet laureate, who knew Henry 
|Bradiey well; and as I read this ac- 
count I was made to recall very viv- 
idly the kind and delicate man who, 
one day when I had slipped out from 
a merry crowd of people and was 
walking in an Oxford garden, came 
up to me and began to talk as though 
he had known me all my life. 

~The book is packed with scholar- 
iship, but it is written so simply that 
even non-Scholars can read it with 
understanding; and as a memorial of 
a great man it is most fitting and 
most stimulating. It has been issued 
to subscribers only, and a glance at 
the list of subscribers gives one some 
notion of the wide circle of Dr. Brad- 
ley’s admirers. Names from all over 
the world come crowding to the eye, 
the most curious and heterogeneous 
collection that could be imagined. 

Thosé of scholars predominate, of 
course, but one notices many others 
as well. Their homes range from 
Aberdeen to Poughkeepsie, from Den- 
ver to Tokyo, from Helsingfors to 
New South Wales, California, and 
Egypt. There are upwards of three 
dozen from the States alone.

What’s the Best 
Rouge? The One You 
Apply with Skill

A correspondent asks about the 
best choice in rouges—liquid, paste 
or compact powdery rouge. | 

I don’t think there is any best 
choice among the three. The best 
result is the one you can apply with 
the greatest skill and which will look 
the least artificial after it is applied. 

On the whole, I think more com- 
pact rouge is used than any of the 
other, although I have no statistics to 
bear me out. But it must be so since 
rouge is applied almost as frequently 
as the powder out of the compact. 
The liquid and paste aren’t so suit- 
able*for public applications.

The liquid rouge is awfully nice to 
use if one will have the patience 
to learn to apply it so that it is not 
left on showing a hard edge of color 
where the rouge leaves off. The pow- 
der rouge sometimes is so applied but, 
generally speaking, women manage 
to blend it into the skin without any 
telltale edge. 


coloring. The texture and quality of 
the skin are not hidden under it. It 
is applied with cotton by most users. 
But one of the tricks of applying it 
cleverly not universally’ known is 
that a wet cotton pad should be used. 
It has to be worked quickly as well 
as cleverly, for its -blending must be 
done while it is still wet. If you let 
it dry on any spot you have to take 
cream and remove it all and begin 
the operation over again. . 

Paste and powder rouge are, of 
course, much easier to apply. But 
they have a disappearing quality after 
a few hours. | 

A number of women use two kinds 
of rouge, the liquid for a home make- 
up and the compact rouge they take 
along with them for retouching work. 
Also the rouge powder may be ap- 
plied away from home after a paste 
rouge has been used in the first 
toilette. 

If you have an oily skin it is ad- 
visable to wipe the face with an 
astringent lotion before rouging and 
powdering. And if the skin is of the 
opposite texture-—-very dry—use a 
foundation cream.

ILLINOIS 


BY HARPER LEECH. 


Everybody has heard of the eco- 
nomic services and value of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin to the people of 
that state. There are those who be- 
lieve the elder La Follette’s reputa- 
tion for statesmanship must finally 
come to rest upon bis share in fos- 
tering that institution, which in turn 
put the state to the front in dairy 


It is trué that La Follette’s plan for 
public utility regulation is held by 
many to be the real beginning of the 
modern eystem of holding companies 
and their financing, which has come 
to be called the “‘power trust,” but the 
Senator's disciples do not wish to hear 
about that. 

And it may be an exaggeration. The 
ironic fact that big combines and eléc- 
trical interconnection were in part a 
result of the La Follette “curb” is in- 
teresting historically, but the Wisconsin 
idea came out of the general temper of 
the times. Regulation by commission 
had been adopted for gas companies by 
Rhode Island at a remote date—reégula- 
tion by commission of railroads was 
well established. 


Jim Hogg of Texas and the Populist 
leaders of Kansas had made great con- 
tributions. This writer has the notion 
that Texas was the real trail blazer—

' Taking the total of the two—the bonds 
offered solely by Chicago firms and 
those offered jointly with other firms, 
we find that of a total of $1,443,808,-

York, 33.4 per cent through agents in 
New York and Chicago, and 22.4 per 
cent by agents in other cities.
